The  freshman  election  campaign 
seems  clouded  in  misun- 
derstanding. 

The  campaign,  which 
culminates  in  run-off  elections 
this  Thursday  and  Friday,  .has 
involved  the  freshman  candidates, 
the  Elections  Committee  and  THE 
DAILY  UNIVERSE  in  some 
controversy. 

The  election  dates  were 
scheduled  last  year  by  the 
Scheduling  Committee.  When  the 
committee  found  the  dates  were 
going  to  be  the  second  and  third 
weeks  of  school  they  thought 
they  could  meet  the  deadline. 

But  when  the  committee  finally 
met  just  before  school  this  fall,  its 
members  found  they  were  to 
handle  elections  that  were  to  take 
place  a week  and  half  later, 
without  any  preparation. 

Three  members  of  the 
committee  were  put  in  charge 
and,  though  four  other  members 
of  the  Student  Relations  office 
helped  later,  the  committee  s^id 
they  couldn’t  get  anyone  to  help 
them  from  the  student  body.  The 
committee  was  definitely 
understaffed,  according  to  a 
consensus  of  committee  members 
and  candidates. 

Prospective  candidates  were 
called  together  on  Friday,  Sept. 
26,  and  were  given  orientation. 
The  campaign  was  to  begin  after  a 
nomination  meeting  Monday,  four 
days  before  the  election. 

An  important  difference 
between  the  freshman  election 


and  last  year’s  student  body 
election  was  that  the  student 
body  candidates  had  several  weeks 
to  plan  a campaign,  while  the 
freshmen  who  could  not  have 
been  expected  to  organize  as 
quickly  as  veteran  students,  had 
three  days. 

Two  of  the  winning  candidates 
said  their  campaigns  had  been 
planned  quickly  enough,  but  that 
others  weren’t  so  lucky.  One 
person  said  he  was  ready  only 
•Wednesday. 

Cliff  Potter,  vice  presidential 
candidate,  said,  “If  we  would  have 
had  the  organization,  the  two 
week  program  is  a good  idea.  If 
they  stretched  it  out  any  longer,  I 
would  have  flunked  out,’’  he 
added. 

One  of  the  misunderstandings 
came  regarding  election  rules. 
Potter  felt  the  rules  weren’t  clear 
enough  and  he  said  the  candidates 
had  to  check  the  office  every  day 
during  the  campaign  to  make  sure 
they  were  following  the  rules. 

The  committee  felt  it  was  the 
candidates  who  were  confused. 
“We  had  to  tell  them  the  same 
things  over  and  over  again,”  one 
member  said. 

Another  problem  was  publicity. 
Jay  Johnson,  another  vice 
presidential  hopeful,  said  he 
talked  to  at  least  three  freshmen 
who  wanted  to  run  but  didn’t 
know  about  the  election.  All  the 
prospective  leaders  thought  a 
letter  should  be  written  to 
prospective  freshmen  explaining 
when  elections  will  be  and

Senator  Moss  To  Introduce 
Student  Withholding  Tax  Bill 


WASHINGTON,  D.C.-Sen. 
Frank  E.  Moss  (D-Utah) 
announced  today  he  will 
introduce  an  amendment  to  the 
Tax-Reform  Bill  to  assist  students 
who  work  part  time  during 
summer  months  in  problems  with 
income  tax  with-holding. 

“Many  students  work  full  time 
only  during  the  summer  months,” 
Sen.  Moss  said,  “but  under 
present  tax  laws,  their 
withholding  rates  are  based  on  the 
assumption  that  they  will  be 
earning  the  same  income  the  year 
round. 

“Thus  many  students  have 
much  more  withheld  from  their 
pay  checks  than  they  will 
eventually  owe  in  taxes.  Yet  they 


must  wait  until  the  next  year 
before  filing  a return.  Many 
students,  of  course,  need  the 
money  in  the  fall,  and  should  not 
be  forced  to  lend  the  government 
their  money  interest  free. 

“The  amendment  I plan  to 
introduce  would  permit  students 
to  have  their  withholding  rates  set 
on  the  basis  of  their  total 
expected  income.” 

Sen.  Moss  explained  that  to 
qualify  a person  would  have  to 
file  a certificate  with  his  employer 
that  he  is  a student.  The 
certificate  would  also  contain  a 
statement  of  the  student’s 
expected  total  wages  for  the 
taxable  year.

The  controversy  over  violence  in  entertainment  mediums  contii 
Does  bloodshed  on  the  television  and  movie  screen  contribute  h 
more  violent  America,  especially  among  the  youth?  No  one  seen| 
know  for  sure. 

Recently  the  National  Commission  on  the  Causes  and  Preventio 
Violence,  appointed  last  year  by  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  ir 
wake  of  assassinations,  declared  violence  on  television  encoui  s : 
re-enactment  in  actual  life. 

Taking  an  opposite  view  is  movie  director  George  Roy 
Previously  identified  with  a comedy,  “The  World  of  Henry  Orie  f 
spectacular  “Hawaii”  and  musical  “Thoroughly  Modern  Millie,”  H 
currently  out  with  a western,  “Butch  Cassidy  and  the  Sundance  ¥ 
This  is  not  just  another  western,  but  a highly  stylized  movie  with  a 
degree  of  violence. 

“Cassidy— Sundance”  doesn’t  quite  match  the  blood-letting  of  ‘ 
Wild  Bunch.”  But  the  gunfire  and  falling  bodies,  particularly  in  the 
scenes,  set  new  standards  in  shock.  Some  critics  have  called  the 
film  “the  ‘Bonnie  and  Clyde’  of  westerns.” 

Hill  declares,  “I  don’t  like  violence,  but  there  are  times  when 
required  dramatically.  At  the  end  of  the  picture,  when  Butch 
Sundance  are  ambushed  by  the  Bolivian  army,  that  had  to  be  a s 
that  would  simply  tear  the  audience  up.” 

Yet,  although  slaughter  is  portrayed,  the  deaths  of  the  two  out 
are  not  emphasized.  Paul  Newman  and  Robert  Redford  are  caugl 
stop-action  at  the  moment  they  are  fatally  shot.  This  contrasts 
“Bonnie  and  Clyde,”  in  which  Warren  Beatty  and  Faye  Dunaway  ■ 
seemingly  riddled  for  minutes. 

“But  I didn’t  object  to  that  from  an  esthetic  point  of  view,”  a< 
Hill.  “Bonnie  and  Clyde  had  become  the  objects  of  extreme  ange 
the  part  of  other  people,  and  their  actions  inspired  a violent  respc 
Butch  and  Sundance  were  merely  being  executed.” 

“Cassidy— Sundance”  was  being  prepared  at  the  time  of  the  Rc 
Kennedy  assassination,  which  caused  much  deep  soul-searching  an 
film  makers  over  the  question  of  violence  and  bloodshed.  Hill  said 
the  industry’s  censors  asked  for  only  one  cut  on  grounds  of  viole 
That  was  not  for  gunfire,  but  a scene  in  which  Newman  aims  a ki( 
the  groin  of  hulking  Ted  Cassidy,  onetime  monster  of  television’s  ‘ 
Adamms  Family.” 

“Couldn’t  Newman  just  punch  him  in  the  stomach  real  hard?” 
censor  asked. 

“You  know  how  big  Paul  is,”  argued  Hill.  “The  other  guy  is  s 
feet  tall  with  shoulders  like  a Mack  truck.  How  else  could  Paul 
him?”  The  censor  relented,  and  the  kick  remained.  It  never  fail 
evoke  a gasp  from  the  audiences. 

If  violence  on  the  television  and  movie  screen  does  contribute 
more  violent  America,  where  does  the  regulation  and  enforcer  p 
come  from?  If  any  type  of  violence  and  bloodshed  standards  are  g 
to  be  set  and  adhered  to,  it  will  have  to  come  from  within  the  televi  i 
and  movie  industry  itself,  j.p.o.
